Army South of the Vistula is 
Forced to Retreat. 


Fighting in Galicia Favors 
the Germanic Allies. 


Reverses are Admitted in 
Petrograd Statement. 


[BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.] 


VIENNA (via London) May i11.— 


The following official communication 
was issued tonight: 
“In the last two days our troops 
have broken the Russian line near 
Debica, compdiling strong Russian 
forces which had fought south of the 
Vistula to retreat quickly behind the 
lower Wisloka. 
“This morning the retreat of the 
hostile south wing in Russian Poland 
Was announced. The enemy evacu- 
ated the strongly-fortified Nida front, 
which had become untenable. 
“The successes of the Austrians at 
Tarnow and Debica exerted influence 
on the Russian-Poland fighting. 
“In middie Galicia our forces and 
the German troops repelled the re- 
mainder of the Russian corps toward 
the San sector and Dynow and Sanck. 
Russian counter-attacks with three 
@ivisions from Banck westward were 
repulsed with heavy losses to the 
enemy, whom we pursued. The num- 
ber of prisoners and the quantity of 
Bodty taken by us increases daily. 

“Strong enemy columns advancing 
from the wooded mountains have 
been repulsed near Baligrod. Our 
@dvance troops have crossed the San 
near Dvornik. Considerable parte of 
the Russian army fighting between 
the Lupkow and Uzsok passes also 
are suffering defeat. 

“In Southeast Galicia the Russians 
in several sectors have begun an at- 
tack. An advance of strong forces 
north of the Pruth toward Czernowitz 
Was repulsed to the frontier. We cap- 
tured 620 prisoners.

“Our success to the north of Arras 
was sensibly enlarged today during the 
course of the fighting. In an engage- 
ment of extreme violence in front of 
Loos we captured, after a desperate 
struggle, and despite an intense can- 
nonade, an important German work 
and an entire system of trenches con- 
structed along the road from Loos to 
Vermelles. 
“Further to the south we captured 
by assault the big blockhouse and the 
chapel of Notre Dame de Lorette. This 
position had been ardently defended 
for months by the Germans, who had 
turned it into a veritable fortress. It 
was surrounded and invested and was 
taken this afternoon by our troops. 
“We have, without pause, pursued 
our success in pressing the enemy en- 
ergetically, between the chapel of 
Notre Dame de Lorette and Ablain- 
St. Nazaire. All the German trenches 
to the south of the chapel have fallen 
successively into our hands and in 
them we found several hundred dead 
bodies. 
“The Germans, debouching from 
Ablain-St. delivered a couwn- 
ter-attack whic was immediately 
crushed. 
“We have also taken the offensive 
and gained ground in the direction of 
the sugar refinery at Bouches. At Ca- 
rency the investment of the German 
position has been drawn tighter by 
us. We have occupied several blocks 
of houses in the eastern part of the 
village and made fifty prisoners, of 
whom one was an officer, and we 
have progressed toward the wood to 
the east of the village.

NINTH MOON OF JUPITER 
DISCOVERED BY A STUDENT. 


BERKELEY, May 11.—A ninth 
moon of the planet Jupiter has 
been discovered by 8. B. Nichol- 

son, a graduate student in the univer- 

sity. 

The new moon is the faintest object 

which has ever come to the notice of 

astronomers and its discovery marks 
an advance in the use of photography 
for the exploration of the heavens. 

The satellite is of the nineteenth mag- 
nitude and requires a little over two 

years to make the trip around the 

planet. Its motion is retrograde, sim- 
flar to that of the eighth moon.

SUBMARINE SEEN 


Chief Officer Describes How 
Vessel was Sunk. 


British Patrol Boats ‘Acted as 
Steamer’s Escort. 


American Ensign Stood Out 
Plainly in Breeze. 


‘(BY P. NIGHT 
WASHINGTON, May 11.—The State 
Department late today made public 
a sworn statement by Ralph E. Smith, 
former chief officer and now master 
of the American steamer Gulflight, 
describing the torpedoing of that ves- 
sel May }, off the Scilly Islands. When 
torpedoed, the officer says, the 
Gulflight was flying the American en- 
sign, six by ten feet in size. He 


said he saw the submarine but “could 
not distinguish or see any flag flying 
on her.” 

Officer Smith further says that 
shortiy before the submarine was 
sighted two British patrol boats. the 
Iago and Filey. took positions on 
either side of the Gulflight and or- 
dered her to follow them to the 
Bishop lighthouse. “I personally ob- 
served our flag was standing out well 
to the breeze,” the officer said. 


MASTER SMITH'S STATEMENT. 
The text of Master Smith's state- 


ment follows: 

“MAY 11, 1915. 
*T am Ralph E. Smith, now master 
of the steamship Gulflight. At the 
commencement of the voyage I was 
chief officer. The ship left Port Ar- 
thur on the tenth day of April, 1915, 
about 4 p.m., laden with a tank cargo 
of gasoline and wooden barrels of 
lubricating ofl. When about half way 
across the Atlantic the wireless opera- 
tor told me there was a_i British 
cruiser in our vicinity and that he 
had heard messages from this ship 
the whole time since leaving Port 
Arthur, but she made no direct com- 
munication with, or to our ship. 
From the sound of the wireless mes- 
sages given out by the British ship 
she seemed to maintain the same dis- 
tance from us until about three days 
before we reached the mouth of the 
English Channel. 
“On the first day of May. about 11 
o'clock In the forenoon, we spoke two 
British patrol vessels named Iago and 
Filey. We were then about twenty- 
two miles west of the Bishop light- 
house. The patrol vessels asked 
where we were bound. After in- 
forming them we were bound for 
Rowen they ordered us to follow them 
to the Bishop. The Filey took up a 
position of a half-mile distant on our 
port bow. The Iago off our starboard 
quarter close to us. We steered as 
directed and at about 12:22 the sec- 
ond officer being on watch, sighted 
a submarine on our port bow— 
slightly on the port bow—steaming 
at right angles to our course. The 
submarine was in sight for about 
five minutes when she submerged 
about right ahead of us. I saw her 
but could not distinguish or see any 
flag flying on her. 
“The Guiflight was then steering 
about true east, steaming about eight 
miles an hour, flying a large Amer- 
ican ensign, size six feet by ten. The 
wind was about south, about eight 
miles an hour In force. I personally 
observed our flag was standing out 
well to the breeze. 
“Immediately after seeing the sub- 
marine I went aft and notified the 
crew and came back and went on the 
bridge and heard the captain make 
the remark that that must be a Brit- 
ish submarine, as the patrol boats took 
no notice of it. About 12:50 an explo- 
sion took place in the Gulflight on the 
bluff of the starboard bow, sending 
vast quantities of water high in the 
air, coming down on the bridge and 
shutting everything off from our view. 
After the water cleared away our ship 
had sunk by the head so that the sea 
was washing over her fore deck and 
the ship appeared to be sinking. 
“Immediately after I went aft to 
see to the boats. On my way I saw 
one man overboard on the starboard 
side. The water at that time was 
black with oil. The boats were low- 
ered and the crew got into them with- 
out delay or damage. After ascer- 
taining there was no one left on board 
the ship I got in my boat and we were 
picked up by the patrol vessel Iago 
and were advised by her crew to leave 
the scene. We proceeded toward 8t.

average is under 25. They represent 
the “Young Mexicanos,” who say they 
will bring order out of chaos, and 
believe a greater and grander Mexico 
will rise phoenixlike from out of the 
. flames of this bitter Aztec struggle.

Another illustrious young leader is 
Gen. Felipe Riveros, the Villista Gov- 
ernor of Sinaloa, who is now march- 
ing south from Guaymas, with Gen*’ 
Leyva, bent on the pacification of their 
old home State of Sinaloa. To say 
that such young men are not going 
to accomplish results would be a fool- 
ish declaration. With them it is the 
one great struggle of their lives, in- 
volving their existence. And oppos- 
ing them is another young man of 
their own home State of Sinaloa, Gen. 
Iturbe, who likewise is in his prime. 
The struggle is a titanic one for the 
golden West Coast of Mexico, with its 
millions of fertile acres, which the 
late E. H. Harriman said was the 
Paradise of America. And then its 
many rich mines are among the tro- 
Dhies which will go to the victors. 
Take, for instance, the San Jose de 
Garcia mine of Sinaloa, which is now 
in the hands of Gen. Iturbe's officers, . 
and producing $500,000 a4 month. It 
is being operated by Maj. Velarde, a 
young mining engineer who graduated 
from the State University of Califor- 
nia, and is only 35 years of age. 

He has 550 men working under him, 
and every one is a Mexican. After he 
took charge of the mine he ran into 
bonanza ore, and for the past five 
months has been producing $500,000 
monthly. 

Another rich producer of Sinaloa is 
the Panuco gold mine, which is yield- 
ing over $100,000 monthly, while its 
Spanish owners in Old Spain are 
gnashing their teeth over the mine 
being confiscated. Likewise, the Mex- 
ican owners of the San Jose de Garcia 
are perturbed in Paris, as between 
European war news they hear the re- 
ports from Mexico that their mine is 
producing $500,000 monthly since this 
young Californian took hold of it. 
The young men of Mexico are the life 
of the bloody revolution now raging, 
and, with the change to peace, they 
will be the commercial life of Mexico, 
for their mottow is “Today and not 
manana.”

LUSITANIA CASE MAY INVOLVE 
COUNTRY’S FUTURE. 


Secretary of War Under Taft De- 
Clares Possibilities are More Mo- 
mentous to the Nation than at Any 
Time Since the Great Kebelilion 
of 1861. 


(BY A FP. NIGHT WIRK) 
CHICAGO, May 11.—Jacob M. Dick- 
inson, Secretary of War under Presi- 
dent Taft, issued the following state- 
ment here today: 

“I regard the possibilities of the 
destruction of American lives on the 
Lusitania as even more momentous to 
the nation than those involved in our 
Civil War. No question of maintain- 
ing republican institutions was there 
involved, because, except as the prin- 
ciple of secession, the Constitutions of 


the two governments were practically 
the same. I have no doubt that if the 
South had succeeded, disintegration 
would have set In and that long be- 
fore this all the States would have 
been reunited under one government. 

“The outcome of the present con- 
dition may involve us in a career, with 
which, looking to the life of our 
nation, the possibilities of the Civil 
War, in any event, were not com-

“Tt is not likely that Germany will 
disavow the purpose to destroy the 
Lusitania with full knowledge of the 
fact that this involved many Amer- 
ican lives. 

“In view of the result and the 
warning given by our government to 
Germany, some proper action must be 
taken or the American government 
will incur the contempt of the world 
and the contempt of a vast number of 
its own people. 

“What action should be taken 
should not be declared in advance by 
those who are not officially responsible 
to the whole people for the grave re- 
sults that may follow. It would be un- 
wise to have the public mind com- 
mitted to particular lines of action be- 
fore the administration shall declare 
its purpose. Our judgment and utter- 
ances as to what course should be tak- 
en should not be held in suspense, so 
that the public, without preconceived 
set views, shall be ready with an o 
mind to consider the course the - 
ministration may adopt. 

“It is especially important that a 
period of calmness should intervene 
in order that our action should not be 
prompted by excitement and our 
judgment clouded by passion. 

“In the present inflamed and fero- 
clous state or the German mind we 
could easily get into war. 

“T have great confidence in the 
President and believe that he not only 
will sustain our nationa; dignity, but 
will exhaust all peaceable means, con- 
sistent with our national dignity, be- 
fore committing our country to war.”

It says: “I learn from Dr. Houghton 
that he, Rox (Lind«n, Jr.'s, family 
nickname,) and Herbert Stone dived 
overboard at the same time, evident- 
ly just after Mrs. Pearl saw Rox last. 
Dr. Houghton struck wreckage on his 
head; they dived inte it. Rox had no 
overcoat on. All three had given their 
lifebelts to women after having had 
them on.” 

The above message confirms previ- 
ous accounts cabled from Queens- 
town, which said that Mr. Stone and 
Mr. Bates plunged into the sea after 
giving up their own life preservers.

is the wife of Dr. F. Warren Pearl 
of New York, who has been quoted 
in cable dispatches as saying that she 
saw Mr. Stone and Mr. Bates go down.

Sheriff Seizes Liquor, but 
Cannot Dispose of It. 


Appropriation Bill Nearly 
Finished by the House. 


Railroad Protests High Rate 
of Tax Assessment. 


(SPECIAL CORRERPONDENCE } 

PHOENIX (Ariz.) May 16—De- 
spite allegations to the contrary, there 
has been no let-up in the local anti- 
liquor campaign and the Sheriff still 
is keeping tab upon the old Meleser 
stock of liquors in a local warehouse. 
There is no action against the liquor, 
for there is no statute that permits the 
destruction of intoxicants seized in 
the course of prosecution of the tet 


sellers. This legal loopliole is to be 
covered by statute at the next legisia- 
tive special session, if the demands 
of the prohibitioniste count. Legal 
action concerning the Melczer stock 
has been delayed for a couple of 
weeks in the hope that Joe Meleger 
will return to Arizona from, his new 
residence tn Los Angeles. He will be 
arrested whenever he comes back, a 
fact so well known to him that this — 
Publication constitutés no vidlation of * 
any confidences of the District Attor- 
ney or Sheriff. The alleged agent of 
the Melczer company, C. R. Smith, has 
just been held under bonds to await 
trial in the Superior Court. The local 
authorities state there is no doubt of 
the correctness of their contention 
that liquor may not be sold, given or 
exchanged in Arizona, no matter 
where the incidental financial trans- 
action may have occurred; and that 
the offense is fully as serious if com- 
pleted in another State as if it wholly 
had occurred locally. 
HOUSE MAKES PROGRESS. 

Early this week the House of Rep- 
resentatives expects to let go, tem- 
porarily, its hold upon the appropri- 
ation bill and to “pass thé buck” to 
the Senate. The bill as it stands now, 
mainly through the exchange of cour- 
tesies between members from differeat 
localities, containg almost anything 
any member wanted for the benefit of 
his own balliwick, despite unending 
expostulation by a very few treasury 
watchdogs. The Senate promises to 
slice the bill squarely in half, but i 
is feared that the same local infiu- 
ences will have a similar effect. 

In the House, Mahon#éy of Mohave 
tried to secure the insertion of a sec- 
tion prohibiting employment on pub- 
lic work of other than citizens of Ari- 
zona. Especially bitter were his re- 
marks concerning the completion of a 
building on the university grounds 
last vear by non-union artisans, 
brought from California by a contrac- 
tor who refused to acknowledge the 
authority of the Tucson unions.

The Death Crash. 


PREVENTIVE 
MAIN OBJECT. 


Railroads’ Inquiry on Aliso 
Crossing Wreck. 


Engineer, Motorman and the 
Flagmen Arrested. 


Full Force of Engine Brakes 
not Available. 


The arrest of four men concerned 
in the Aliso-street wreck on charges 
of manslaughter, a re-enactment of 
the accident for the benefit of visiting 
inspectors of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission and the State Railroad 
Commission, the conclusion of the in- 
quiry by the railroad’s official board, 
and the beginning of negotiations 
which will perhaps lead to a more 
complete safeguarding Of the fatal 
crossing, were yesterday's develop- 
ments. The crash was on Friday, and 
five persons were killed and thirty- 
three injured. 

The men arrested are Flagman 
Jacob Ostrow and Motorman Robert 
Baker of the Pacific Electric and 
Flagman Thomas J. Haas and En- 
gineer Logan Wells of the Santa Fe. 
The complaints on which they were 
arrested were issued by Deputy Dis- 
trict Attorney Woolwine. The men 
were arraigned before Justice Brown 
and released under $2500 bail each, to 
appear for preliminary examination 
Wednesday of next week. Rallroad 
officials furnished ball. 

The issuance of the complaints fol- 
lowed a conference between the Dis- 
trict Attorney and Deputies Becker 
and Woolwine. The two last were 
present at both the Coroner's inquiry 
and that of the railroads’ official 
board. Deputy Woolwine stated fol- 
lowing the arrests that his office first 
considered having the grand jury 
make an investigation, but that the 
more direct course of issuing man- 
slaughter complaints was chosen to 
prevent delay.

CHANDLER WINS 
SEAT ON BOARD. 


Appellate Court’s Decision 
Affirms that of Lower. 


“Nothing Illegal in Letting 
Everybody Vote.” 


Further Says Joe Scott had 
no Right on Committee. 


The District Court of Appeal handed 
down an opinion yesterday in the 
case of Virginia M. Clopton and 
others against Harry Chandler and 
the Los Angeles Investment Company 
affirming the judgment of Superior 
Court Judge John M. York, confirm- 
ing the right of Mr. Chandler to act 
asa director of the corporation. 

The opinion, written by Justice Vic- 
tor Shaw, and coincided in by Jus- 
tices James and Conrey, sets out 
clearly the points involved in the /iti- 
gation. 

Joe Scott, J. B. Joujon Roche and 
A. G. Ritter represented the appel- 
lants, Virginia M. Clopton and others: 
while Flint & Jutten, O'Melveny, Ste- 
vens & Millikin and Walter K. Tuller 
appeared in behalf of Mr. Chandler. 

Preliminary to its ruling the court 
reviewed the case from the date of 
the election of Mr. Chandler, the 
plaintiffs having sought to set aside 
his election, and to have one I. J. 
Mumma declared elected, 

Referring to the contention made 
by appellants in reference to the clos- 
ing of the polis, the court says: “The 
contention is novel in that it is not 
claimed that plaintiffs or any persons 
were prevented from voting their 
stock by reason of the polls being 
closed or that any person voting 
stock were not the owners thereof 
and entitled to vote the same. On the 
contrary it is insisted that by reason 
of the action of the committee in 
keeping the polls open a large num- 
ber of stockholders, holding nearly 
300,000 shares, were given the oppor- 
tunity to express their choice for di- 
rectors, when, had the polis been 
closed at an earlier hour, they would 
have been deprived of so doing. As 
we understand the appellants they 
claim that these votes should not 
have been received for two reasons: 
First, they were tendered after 6 
o'clock p.m., of the day to which the 
stockholders had by vote adjourned 
the meeting for the purpose of ascer- 
taining the @resence of a quorum: 
and, second, a large number, if not 
all, the stockholders so voting did,

As to the first proposition, it is 
true the board of directors fixed the 
hour of 6 o'clock, p.m., January 11, 
as the time when the polls ould 
close. It appears re were 18,000 
shareholders, hence it was physicatiy 
impossible to ascertain the presence 
of a-quorum in person or by proxy 
and conduct the election in so short a 
period. Nor does it appear that when 
the adjournments were ordered such 
action contemplated the closing of the 
polls at 6 o'clock, 9.m., on January 
14. No reference was made in the 
motion to any time when the polls 
should close.” 

ONE FOR JOB SCOTT. 

Referring to the addition of Joseph 
Scott to the Committee on BHElections 
the court sald: “While not necessary 
to a consideration hereof we may state 
that the action whereby Gcott was 
added to the committee was without 
authority and cannot be deemed to 
either repeal, change or modify the 
bylaw which designated certain of- 
ficials as constituting the committee.” 

The court holds that the second 
contention is without merit. “It does 
not appear that Martin, Davis or Mc- 
Louth did any illegal act in exercis- 
ing their persuasive powers upon 
stockholders to secure votes for Chan- 
dier. Conced that in so doing they 
were actuated a desire to retain 
their positions in the corporation, 
nevertheless they did nothi illegal 
and nothing which the plaintiffs, actu- 
ated by what may be conceded a less 
selfish motive, might not having equal 
opportunity have done. It is not the 
motive which prompts the act, but 
the legality of the act iteelf with 
which the law is concerned. The 
fact that they were better able to 
make a correct estimate or guess of 
the vote cast and in a position toe 
know how to nicely cumulate these 
votes so as to elect said Harry Chan- 
dler furnishes no just reason for set- 
ting aside the will of the majority of 
the stockholders voting. Since the 
stockholders who cast their votes had 
the right to cumulmte the same in 
favor of Chandler it is immaterial that 
they were influenced in so doing by 
suggestions of outsiders, other stock- 
holders or officers of the corporation.” 

THE CONCLUSIONS. 


The conclusions of the court are: 
First, that in a proceeding com- 
menced under section 315, Civil Code, 
the complaint is the subject of a gen- 
eral demurrer. 

Second, that where a bylaw of a 
corporation, as here, designates cer- 
tain officers of the corporation as in- 
spectors of an election, giving them 
the power specified therein, they pos- 
sess the sdle right to determine when 
the polls shall close and, in the ab- 
sence of an abuse of discretion, their 
action in this regard will not be dis- 
turbed by the courts. 

Third, that there was no abuse of 
discretion by such election commit- 
tee or inepectora, in keeping the polls 
open from 10 o'clock, a.m., January 
14, to 12 o'clock, noon, January 15, 
for the reception of votes. 

Fourth, that while propriety dictates 
that euch inspectors should not in- 
terest themselves in securing votes for 
either contesting candidate, neverthe- 
leas the fact that they suggest and 
advise stockholders to cumulate their 
votes In favor of a successful candi- 
date furnishes no legal cause for set- 
tine aside such electicna. 

Fifth, that where the act done is 
not illegal the motive which prompts 
the doing thereof is immaterial.

STOCK SUBSCT: PTIONS. 

Definite action upon one of the 
most important and vexatious ques- 
tion involved in the settlement of the 
affairs of the Los Angeles Investment 
Company was taken by the direc- 
torate yesterday, when it decided 
upon the methods of settlement with 
4000 stockholders owing various 
amounts on stock subscriptions. Sol- 
vent debtors are to pay their notes; 
those wishing to pay, but unable at 
the present time, are to be granted 
further time on the execution of new 
notes, with the same stock as col- 
lateral. Insolvent, or financially ir- 
responsible parties, are to be rejeased 
on surrender and forfeiture of stock 
and their notes cancelled. 
A formal resolution authorizing the 
executive officers of the corporation 
to take appropriate action in twenty- 
five cases involved in these three 
classes was passed after mature con- 
sideration of the same number of 
affidavits filed by the debtors in re- 
sponse to a notice of the board is- 
sued two weeks ago. This notice re- 
quested a duly attested statement 
from each delinquent subscriber, giv- 
ing hie reasons for failure to pay. 

Verification of the statements thus 
rendered under oath having 
the three classes mentioned 
were established and action 4u- 
thorized. 

Stockholders have sixty days in 
which to file their affidavits, and as 
many are already availing themselves 
of the privilege, it seems that the 
settlement of nearly all such con- 
tracts, in the opinion of the man- 
agers, is now in fair process of ad- 
justment, and that the determination 
of the question will be for the benefit 
of all concerned.

SAN DIEGO, May 11.—Resolutions 
indorsing the peace policy of Presi- 
dent Wilson and pledging support to 
the policy through the influencing of 
public opinicn, were adopted today 
by the San Diego County Federation 
of Women's Clubs, in convention at 
La Jolla. The national federation 
president, Mrs. Percy V. Pennyback- 
er of Austin, Tex.. was guest of hor 
or. More than 500 women attended. 

“We will put all of the “pep” we 
desire intc our meetings without the 
aid of any newspaper reporters,” said 
Mrs. Lillian Pray Palmer, State presi- 
dent of the Federation of Women's 
Clubs, today, in an address before the 
convention. 

Mrs. Palmer scored women news- 
paper reporters, who, she said, never 
cared to report the proceedings of 
federaticn conventions unless there 
Was some controversy or wrangle. 

“Universal peace will be brought 
about when the women of the world 
resolve upon peace.” was the state- 
ment of Mre. Palmer. “For through 
all of these ages when we have had 
wars, woman has never said: “We 
will have peace.” Mrs. Palmer urged 
that each clubwoman resolve individ- 
vally te do what she can to promote 
the peace of 

UPHOLDING PRESIDENT. 

“The sending of peace resolutions 
to the President at this time, when 
he is trying to avoid war and pro- 
mote peace will, I believe, assist in 
forwarding the movement through 
the influence of public opinion,” said 
Mra. Palmer. 

Mrs. Pennybacker talked of the na- 
ticnal federation as a sociologic force 
in the United States. She said man 
had invented tlabor-saving devices 
and women had been left free from 
numerous household duties of the 
early days of the country, the women
